It does not mean 
that such a person shall not be al­ 
lowed to give testimony which may 
tend to incriminate him. The right of 
silence, the court says, is one which 
may be waived, either by contract or 
by voluntary act of the witness, and 
is waived, if the right is not asserted 
in apt time.
